1. Theperinred perſon is a ſacriligi- 
ous thiefe, becauſe he aſſumeth the hol 

Name of God, againſt the will of God, 
and God forbidding it, to be a teſtimo- 


nic 
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nie of a falſhood. A facriligious per. 
ſon, in that he inuadeth holy things to 
build his ſinne vpon them; as the Name {| 
of God, his bodice, his wounds, &c, 
which other ſinners doe not. Yea, the 
very Diuels doe tremble and feare at the 
reuerend Name of God, and by the in- 
uocation thereof, depart out of the poſ- 
ſeſſed: but theſe (worſe in this reſpeß 
then the very Diuels) prophane and 
blaſpheme the holy Name of God with- 
out all feare. O horrible impietiel

28 The Jud pet and Iuries 
Book of three leaues, that he had no ley- 
ſure ſo much as to thinke of any other 
buſineſſe. And being asked againe a 
long time after, whether hee had read o- 
uertheſe three leaues : He replyed, that 
tacſe three leaues were of three ſcuerall 
coloures, redde, white & blacke, which 
contayned ſo many Miſteries, that the 


Whit, and more hee meditated thereon, the more 


ſweetneſſe he alwayes found, ſo that he 
had deuoted himſelte to meditate there- 
in all the dayes of his life. In the firſt 
leafe, which is redde,I meditate (quoth 
he) on the paſſion of my Lord and Saui- 
our Jeſus Chriſt, & of his pretious blood 
ſhed for a ranſome of my ſinnes, and the 
ſinnes of the whole world, without 
which, we had beene all the bondſlaues 
of Sathan, and ſuell forhell fire. In the 
white leafe, I cheere vp my ſpirit, with 
— 2 cen of the 
vnſpeakable ioyes of the heauenlyKing- 
dome, purchaſed by the —.— bios 
of my Lord and Sauiour Ieſus Chriſt, 
a motiue of thankfulneſſe. In the third 
leafe, which is blacke, I meditate vpon 
the horrible and perpetuall torments 
of hell, prepared forthe wicked and re- 

| probate;

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probarte; as lyars, periured perſons, mur- 
therers, adulterers , extortioners, bri- 
bers, oppreſſours, & c. and allimpeni- 
tent ſinners, from which the godly are 
freed, by the death of Jeſus Chriſt. 

This Booke of three leaues, if wee 
woulde alwaies carry in our hearts, and 
meditate often therein, great ( ſurely) 
would be the benefice wee ſhould make 
thereby, to reſtrayne our thoughts and 
actions within the regulariticand limits 
of the feare of God. | 

But (6 good God) what periuries are 
are now vſed euery where, eſpecially in 
buying& ſellingꝰ cuſtome hath brought 
it to ſuch a ſhameleſſe habite, that he is 
counted an Ideot in his trade, that can- 
not grace his wares which are naught, 
with a thouſand oathes and periuries:

boath. the Lord brought him with all his 
houſe, to deſtruction and ruine. O let all 
Magiſtrates thinke vpon this, that they 
I raſhly admit not whomſocur to giue eui- 
r- | dence, that they ſtraightly examine the

ſeeching the God of, mercies to powre 
downe the riches of his grace and mercy þ 
into our hearts, that we may truly ſerue 
him, and haue his:fearecucr before our 
eyes, that we fall not into the horrible 
ſinne of periurie, which hath, alwaics 
Gods bb and terrible plagues purſu-
